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Derwentwater. The beautiful Lake of Keswick is three 
miles long and just over one mile broad. It is without a 
rival for its steep crags, green fells, mossy woodlands and 
exquisite pictures from almost any point. The best views 
are from Castle Head and Friars Crag, both of which are 
easy of access. 
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
